The 
convulsion broke out, at Barrack- 
pore, iii March of thai year, but its 
seriousness was not realised until 
May, when I lie sepoys at Meerut 
re vol o ted, committed draadfnl out- 
rages, and seised Dohli. The 
something like panic seised the 

civilian population throughout the 
country, and it was marked at 
Calcutta, I'm the natives bad es 
blbited much indolence (here, and 
as the placed was almost stripped 
of troops, the more timorous ap- 
prehended either a descent by the 
rebels or an uprising of the resident 

natives. More llian once during 

that dreadful summer, there was 

a rush to the shifts, which lay 
moored in tiers along the bank of 
Ihe llooghlcy ; ami as Ihe Ireinen- 

dous difficulties of the situation be- 
same clearer, the agitation among 

the non-coinlialiiiils naturally in 
creased. 
It was during this exciting period 

thai I made the acquaintance of 

Captain Paget, an officer of one of 
\he Sepoy regiments winch hail been 
wounded on thai occasion, and had 
been saat to Calcutta, ami be was 
recovering rather slowly, for the 
hoi weather and his private anxie- 
ties ware much against him, when I 
happened t,<> meet him while visit- 
ing a friend in Fori William. I 
wan struck with Paget's appearance 
at first Sight. Me was not a young 
man, but in the prime of life ; I 

should say between thirty Ave and 

forty. Tall, well -made, sinewy 
and active, carrying no superfluous 

Mesh, dark, almost swarthy of com 
plexinn, with line Mack eyes, hair 
and beard, he was one to bo noticed 
wherever he went It was easy In 

see that he was suffering more than 
his wound explained, and my friend 

contrived to let me know thai the 
poor fellow's betrothed, a besutlful 
girl, daughter Of a brother-officer, 
w»s with the hosio'ied In Luoknow, 
while Paget himself was dialing and 
fretting ni his enforced Inactivity. 

His mental distress, indeed, mil 
only prevented his recovery, hut 
caused a relapse, ami he hail to 
take to his bed Sgaln presently 

Baying met him frequently In the 

interval, I had learned to like him, 
anil especially B peculiar touch uf 
what looked like mysticism in his 
character or temperament. Tims 

it was thai I often passed many 
hour* at his bedside, reading tO It i 111 

or conversing when the dootoi per 

mined him to talk. I soon disoov 

otcd thai Paget possessed a fund of 
CUliouS informal ion about the 
native beliefs, religious and phlld 

sophicnl, and thai he was partiou 
lftrly interested in what he declared 
to he the occult powers possessed, 
though rarely exercised, by some of 

the higher Brahmins. As I was 

quite Ignorant of all snob subjects 

at tin- time, and was as full of COO- 
"oil us most young men, I did not 
hesitate I, exhibit i lined wilt y at all 

these stories, and especially langu- 
id at Paget's persistent assertion 
that there ware Brahmins vvim p. is 

seined the power of looking into the 
future •

Then, fixing his dark piercing 

eyes upon me, the soidiei went on 
to tell of a Brahmin whose friend- 
ship he himself had formed some 

years before, and who had made 
some singular predictions concern- 
ing his military career, all oi which 

had been fulfilled, and said he: 

" If my friend had given me as- 
surance that I should be reunited 
with my dear one, I should never 
have worried over the present, situ- 
ation lint what depresses ine 

peculiarly at 'his moment is his 

refusal, or inability, to lift Ihe veil. 

All he will say is : 'You will see 
the lady again,' and I cannot gel 
from him any Intimation that both 
Or oil her of us will come out of this 
hurly-burly alive, or that if living,

Of course, ] could not reassure

Some weeks 
after his departure I received a

lace of fearful difficulties. His 
force was] too small lo fight its way 

through the en ies who literally 

swarmed between it and Ihe bele.t 
-tiered oily, and he knew that of 
encounter a defeat al such a lime 
might be fatal lo English rule in 
India. In spile of the perils of 
delay, the commander was compel- 
led to proceed with the ulmosl 
caution, ami reinforcements came 
to htm very slowly and in mere 

driblets. AH this Paget wr te, evi- 
dently boiling with impatienoe and 

desire lo be oil the road ; lull it was 

noi until September thai Havelock 
felt himself strong enough to ad- 
vance deter m i n e d ly. Paget's letter, 
after treating of Ihe military silua 
lion, went, on lo speak of the Krah 
niiii, Narashcrgha, as he was nam- 
ed He hail come lo the camp. 
and ni\ friend had talked with 
him at. length.

will be remembered, notwithstand- 
ing the fearful eosl of that heroic 
deed, il was paitially futile. The 
o.inison could not be taken away, 
ami Out ram was equal I J unable to 
add his force to theirs, for the sup- 
plies were Insufficient for the ori- 
ginal parly besieged for several 
days i looked in vain for news ol 
Then came a report giving 
i me among those killed in the 
as-anll The next day, hnwevoi, 
to my surprise, Ins name w,:s struck 
from Ihe list ol killed, anil appear 

ed among the wounded. I could 

make nothing of il, and all Inquiry 
al headquarters proved useless. 
They knew no more than the hastily 

written reports conveyed, and that 

was mere emit radicti#»n and eon 
fusion. There was nothing for it 



but to await the arrival of 
wounded (.nicer who knew- my 
friend, and who COUld give me the 
informal ion 1 desired, and after a 
weary interval ihe hour and the 
man arrived. The story he told 

me lying in his cot, al the hospital, 
1 condense as follows, and put in 
niv own words: 

Paget bad escaped disabling 
wounds during the bitter Hght 
through the Streets of Luck now, 
and had emerged almost ouhurl 
Upon the Open space fronting the 
Residency. There, however, the 
converging fire of i ho rebels render- 
ed the place so hot, that the attack- 
ing party began to fall by twos and 
threes, and in tearing the cross- 
streets.and alleys, very heavy loss- 
es were susiained. At last ine 
rebels were swept out of the way 
and tl.e English troops returned 
with a rush to the gates of die Re- 
sidency. There the leading riles 
were met by Hie commanding offi- 
cer a part of the garrison, and 
Paget entered with the first. In 
the courtyard beyond Ihe gate a 
number of the women weio assem- 
bled to greel theii rescuers, arid in 
I licit front rank was Paget's be- 
trothed. Those who were eyo-wlt- 
nesses of what followed could never 
Hgree entirely upon the details, 
and, remembering Ihe excitement, 
noise and confusion thai prevailed, 
together with the smoke I twit hung 
over everything, this cannot be 
wondered at. 

All that could be established 
villi any certainty was that Paget, 
on seeing his promised bride, gave 
a cry of joy .and sprang toward her 
witli his arms flung wide ; that, al 
the same instant a single shot was 
heard, and Ihe young officer sudden- 
ly spun round and dropped at the 
girl's feet, lyino there motionless, 
and apparently tread There can 
be little doubt that but for her pre- 
sence he would have been hurried- 
ly pronounced dead, but she insist- 
ed upon his removal lo the hospital 
and proceeded to nurse him The 
wound he had received proved a 
most dangerous one. It was in the 
head, and while so nearly immedi- 
ately fatal thai Ihe difference of a 
few lines this side or that, would 
have killed him on the spot, it was 
yot so paralysing upon the brain 
centers that he lost consciousness 
Instantly, and did oof recover it for 
a long time. 

Iii fad, he lav in a stupor — which, 
perhaps, saved his |jf,., since it 
saved him from all knowledge of 
the horrors u.idergotlo lad ween the 
first and second rebel — until that 
19th of March, s-heu sir CoHu 
Campbell, after defeating the 
i ■unity in a scries of desperate en- 
gagements, entered Luoknow, and 

relieved the exhausted and -^lect- 
in tied garrison finally and com- 
pletely. Ii seemed to the aver de- 
voted friend, who hid held this 
lout! and dreary viiril over him, 
I hat with the crisis of that combat, 
when the creak id' the great guns 

and ihe rattle of the musketry were 

so incessant and loud as lo render 
all conversation impossible — it 
seemed lo her that this excess of 

the habitual sounds was arousing 

him from his trance. Kven then his 
RWakettino was slow; and three 

months later, when the doctors pre- 

nouneod him well enough physical- 
ly lo take ship for home, his mind 
hail so little recovered its tone that 

lo- could noi remember anything 
of the events Immediately preced- 
ing his entry into Luokuow, 

I did nol see him again before 
his departure, for -ill intercourse 
was forbidden him save with his 
faithful nurse. They were mar- 
ried at Fort William the dav ho- 
foio they sailed, but quite private- 
ly, and with no celebration what 
Almosi a war elapsed be 
I'm e I heard. of Paget again, and 
then tin- Intelligence was cheering. 
The homeward voyage had done 

him good, and the change to !» cool- 
er climate completed hit> cure. He 

recovered his health and strength, 
if not completely — foi severe in- 
juries find prostrations leave In- 
effaceable marks on Ihe system al 
least sufficiently lo enable him to 
resume act ive service 

1 was informed afterward that 
while on his way home he tiisl 
showed recollection of what he had 
gone through, and that almost his 

first Intelligible observation was i 
becloud has lined, after all !" 

So the Brahmin's prediction, 
though far less positive and clearly 



defined than in the cases related by 
Forbes, proved eventually to have 
been wonderfully (dose to the ac- 
tual facts. Probably no one could 

have told whether Paget would five 

or die, for months after he received 
that wound. Rut,, just as the 
Brali min had said, he was 
"eclipsed, not extiniMiished;" and 
the discrimination of ihe seer be- 
tween a state w hieh so closely re 
sembled death and death itself 
should be pointed out as one o( the 
most curious points in the case. I 
may conclude with the remark that, 
thoURh most residents of India 
could doubtless match this story 
and quite possibly surpass it, from 
their own experiences, to those who 
have not visited that land of mar- 
vels such a tale must appear so ex 
traordinary as lo lie a severe strain 
upon their faith. Of the philoso- 
phy of Indian prophecy much may 
lie said, but this is neither Ihe time 
nor the place to say it.-iV. Y. Ledger 



'•'he Modern method or ■Educat- 
ing- the lleaf. 



(Warring It iUtaso* in Sdrnnninto it,-,) 
The Editor of The Evening Bee 
lias asked me to write a short 
article on the deaf, thinking doubt- 
less there is great misapprehension 
on the pari of newspaper readers — 
which is true — concerning this in- 
teresting person and the methods of 
his education. 

The statistics of the *welfth cen- 
sus are not yet available, so that 
the exact number of deaf-mules in 
the United Stales cannot be stated, 
but it is reasonable to suppose that 
the ratio of one in 1,500 has nol 

changed materially since 1800, so 
that the deaf-mute portion of our 
national population is probably 
close 10 49,000 Of this number 

there were under instruction, dur- 
ing Ihe year 1902, 12,890 pupils, 

distributed as follows: 

In State Institutions 11.001 

In iliy seliools 

In denominational and private schools. .437 

These pupils are housed in build- 
ings and on the grounds valued at 
$18,000,000, With yearly State 

appropriation of $2,; !>oo,ooo for 

support. 

It is not, howevei, the eosl of his 
housing and support that makes 
the deaf-mute so interestinp, but 
rather psychological phenomena 
which he prese n ts, and which are 
brought about by the abortion or 
destruction of a nerve upon which 
depends the most important of the 
human senses One may lose Bight, 
smell, taste, even feeling, With 
little disturbance of his mental 
powers, but the loss of hearing in- 
terferes with the natural processes 

of thinking, deprives the deaf-mute 

of his share Of the accumulated 
wisdom of the ages, cuts him off 
from all communication with his 
kind, and offers the saddest siijht on 
earth — a primitive human boing 
Standing bewildered amid the in- 
tellectual life and activity of the 
twentieth century. No lullaby of 

maternal love falls Upon his dead- 
ened ear; no nursery rhyme 01 
fairy lale conies to slir his Imagina- 
tion J no evening prayer at the 
mother's knee; no songs of praise; 
no answers to the questioning of his 

pathetic eye. 

The song bird and the bee,

science has addressed itself, and 
with gratifying success While 
sporadic attempts to instruct the 
deaf have been made since the 
beginning of the sixteenth century, 
arid there is quite a literature o-i 
the subject scattered down the 
years, the Abb de I Kpee. a French 
priest, is fairly entitled to and holds 
the first plaoe in the affectionate 
memories of the deaf, because he 
inaugurated systematic and public 
instruction for them. Down to his 
time the few instances of deaf- 
mute education had been for the 
rich only, anil the processes employ- 
ed were kept secret. His success 
was so great as bo receive the ap- 
proval, not only of the French 
Academy but of the Royal Courts 
of Europe where he exhibited his 
methods. His meat cotit ribution 
to the benevolent work to which he 
devoted his life was the devtt 



the sign language by means of 
which he taught written language 
This sign language was develop! 
upon the fundamental tbeorj 
suggested by Jerome Cat dan ol 
Pavia, born in 1501, that all com 
mimical ion of ideas is carried on 
by conventional symbols, and that 
when two oi more persons agree 
upon a symbol, whethei s]>oken. 
written, pictured or signed, || 
answers the purpose of conveying 
thought, which is the function ol 
language This theory, first car 
ried into effect by de I'Epee, found 
acceptance quite generally in Eur- 
ope, and the education of ihe deal 
by means of signs came to be know i 
as the French or manual mo' hod 
This was about 1755: 

Almost simultaneously, or, to b< 
exact, in 17t>0, Samuel Heiueoke, a 
German teacher, opened a school 
for the deaf in Liepsic, but his me 
thod was diametrically opposed to 
the method of De PEpee. and the 
controversies oeiween the two nn s 
were sharp and often bitter. Heiu- 
eoke look the untenable ground 
that there could be no intellectual 
development without speech, and 
spent his time and strength in im- 
parling to his pupils a:ticu'ale lan- 
guage, apparently ignoring the fact 
that a motion of the mouth is just 
as much a sign as a motion of the 
hand, and not half so easily nioier 
stood ; but with Teutonic persis 
tence, lie maintained his opinion 
and his practice, and to this .lay 
his system haaqnitea large follow 
ing and is known as the German 
method. An unfortunate war be 
tween these two methods has been 
waged with more or I ss bitioitiost- 
for 150 years, an 1 is not settled yet. 
though much of thoavrini ny which 
characterized the earlier dispute- 
has of late been eliminated 

The American schools have gene 
raliy adopted what is know as Ihe 
"combined system ." which uses 
any and all methods to obtain the 
results we all seek, namely, the 
t'cst fitting of the deaf for useful 
Iness and intelligent citizenship 
To this and signs, speech, the man- 
ual alphabet, pictures and written 
language are used in proper proper 
lions, and I do not hesitate to say 
that, judging from impartial obser- 
vation of European and American 
schools, and from (•ersonal contact 
with graduates from both, the con 
tuned system produces better 

average results than a-o obtained 

by any one method It reaches a 
larger number of the deaf, produces 
a higher intelligence, and contri- 
butes most largely to the happiness 
ol these "childi-Mi of silence." 

ll seems to me that t'ds late con- 
sideration, the happiness of thus 
we seek to educate, has not received 
the attention wdiieh il des.rv i 
have seen a school for the deaf 
where a teacher or a monitor was 
at every child's elbow lo prevent 
him from making signs, with a 
resultant unhappiness which was 
pitiful to see To deprive a lot of 
boys and girls of that free inter- 
course and social attrition of ideas 
which come from the use of signs 
at table and on the campus, takes 
from childhood hall the joy 
of living. Moreover, the menial 
development that follows a tiee 
use of signs outside the class room 
is almost marvelous, and the rea- 
son of it is evident. Before one 
can talk or write he must have 
something to talk or write about, 
and il is in imparling ideas that 
signs find their highest value The 
life and movement of the world are 
transferred lo the playground, and 
any exciting event, like the recent 
visit of President Roosevelt, is dis- 
cussed in in signs by children of 
seven or eight years of age as In- 
telligently as it is by those children 
who have all theii senses, though 
the deaf child may not yet have 
have acquired more than the 
phonetics of the alphabet, or have 
risen above the literary ability of 
writing " A cows eats grass." 

Nor is it true, as is often said, 
that signs interfere with acquiring 



which 



speech. Properly used, the» 
an aid, because the moreuitelligence 
a deaf child has the better can he

yesterday, saw one of the big 

steamers which run between Man- 
hattan and th(> Iron Tier reduce 
Speed and come to full stop in front 

of Grleaaon's bathing pavilion, 

about <> o'clock, and then watched 
a life, saving crow from the pavilion 
row rapidly toward the steamer 
When the boat reached a point 
directly In front of the vessel, which 

was bound for the pier, the form of 
a man straggling in the water was 
just, discernible from the shore and 
many wondered why some attempt 
to rescue him had not been made 
by these Oil board the steamer, al 

though the man seemed to be a 
quarter of a mile from the exoui 
sion craft. Suddenly those In the 
lifeboat missed siidit of the man 
ami while he colli iniled to be oar 
ri'd westerly by a Strong tide that 
was running the lifeboat continued 
yearly two miles out to sea. The 
man in the water was within hail 

ing distance from the rowboat tit 

one time and the crew yelled to 
him, but he continued to splash his 
way along, though making queer 
motions occasionally with his fin- 
gers, for he was a deaf mule, and all 

attempts to communicate with were 
useless. 
It has been the custom of about 

a dozen deaf mutes |o go to GleH 
son's pavilion lor a bath on Sun- 
days, and a number of this part J 
are said to be expert swimmers. 
Annum the number was John Buck- 
Icy, 80 years old, who lives at l'.U 
President Street, and he is report 
ed to have earned the distinction 

of a ohamplon swimmer. This 
afternoon Buckely and another 

mute friend Stat ted to swim (Mil 
from the pavilion in the direction 
ol Sandy Hook. They swam out B 

little over a half a mile when Buck- 
ley's companion turned about and 
began swimming toward shore, bill 
the President Street man refused to 

return and contluned to swim out. 
The' tide was running out strongly 
at this time and Buckley was caught 

in the ebb just as the iron steaiuei 

came along. 8he slowed up and it 
seemed from the shore as If no effort 

was being made help him, although 
he was being carried out Swiftly. 

The attention 'if the life savers 

at Gh nson's place hail been attract 
Sd and a boat was run off the beach 
into the surf, with two men at Hie 
oars, pulling for all they were worth 
in the direction of the man in the 
water. The men in the life boat 
were guided by information from 
people en the st, earner and they 

started toward the spot, where the 

man Was last seen. They rowed as 
rapidly as possible; but lost sight 
of him, and hi' could no longer bi 
seen by the people on the beach. 

The lifeboat continued, as it was 
thought the body would be carried 

out by the tide, and disappeared 

from sight. 

Buckley was next seen by a 
crowd of people on the Iron Pier. 
Ilo was raisitm a greal deal ol 
water in trying to light his way to 
shore against the tide, and the 

spectators saw that he was exhaust 

ed A number of the mutes who 
went to the bench with Hucklcy 
walked along Hie shore toward the 
pier as he seemed to lie c.uiied in 
that dirflUl ion. They appeared to 
be gesticulating excitedly and quite 
a crowd followed them. While 
Watching the lifeboat gradually dis- 
appear from View one of lb'' mutes 
discovered Unci, Icy ileal the end of 
the pier, and they got n rOWboal to 
meet bim, but the strong ebb bad 

carried him with considerable force 

against the pier ami bclween a 
couple of piles. 

There was a little excitement, 
and after some delay a rope was 
lowered and the fatigued swimmer 

was lifted ont of the water. The 

man had a hard battle for life and he 
was nearly dead. Serval persons 
Offered assistance, but because of 
their affliction it was declined. 

Buckley was carried into the di 

room of a pavilion and alter a 

little doctoring appeared lo he none 
the worse off for his sd venture, 
although he admitted that be was a 
pretty'ilek man. 

Ahoill an hour and a half later 
the lifeboat returned to Glcason's 



pavilion and the crow reported 
that they COUld not find the inim, 
but they brought in a boiler tub, 
Whiob, it was learned later, Buckley 
was playing with in the water. 
Buckley's friends had brought him 
hack unnoticed, and when 

the lifeboat returned a big crowd 
gathered on the beach, expecting 

(0 sec a corpse. The crew were 
considerably surprised when they 

learned that their man was a live 

ami well among his companions. 

Buckley is married and has one 
ohid, He is a printer, connected 
with Typographical Union No. G, 
and is employed by B. Tyrell, al

traces Of it She attended the first 
six reunions of the Association, and 
some six years ago when we saw 
her last at Minerva Hark, she gave 
no evidence of advanced age. Her 
funeral took place at Westei ville, 
Thursday afternoon, and Ihe re- 
mains were taken to Walnut Grove 
Cemetery, at Worlhington, for 
burial 

Mrs Thomas McGinnoss left Sun- 
day evening, accompanied by her 
youngest son and daughter, for 
Boston. After a few days' visit 
Iheie she will iro on to her old home 
in Rhode Island for a visit till 
September. Thomas, the second 
son of Mr. MeGiiinnss, was one of 
the High School graduates last 
June, and received a fine sjold watch 
from his aunt, of Cleveland, who 
for twenty years has been a teach- 
er in the public schools of that city. 

Mi Frank Phtlpotl was a visitor 
here lasl Sunday, having come np 
from West Virginia, where in a 
certain town there are strong 
attractions for him.

Coroner Fry made an 
investigation of the case and will 
issue ihe nec'ssary burial permit." 

Our informant forget to give the 
date of death, anil we have no wa> 
of finding out at this writing. 

Mr McCauley was a graduate of 
ihe Hennsyvlaiiia institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb. He was a 
good workman and made good 
wa^es, but he filled a position that 
was mosi injurious to his health. 
We understand that he operated a 
machine which, when used, tilled 
Ihe air with steel dust that he could 
not prevent from inhaling, and by 
and by it showed its effect upon 
him. lie became possessed of a 
week heart, and finally, as related 
above, died suddenly. Other ni'U 
refused to take the position he held, 
and it is said the company always 
has difficulty in filling it when 
vacant. 

Another thing we learned is thai 
Mr. MoCauley simply voluntered 
assistance in saving wood, while an 
older man was engaged at it. Bui 
he succumbed quickly. 

The deceased was popular with 
the deaf of Chester where he lived 
and they mourn his loss greatly.
